Shop. Come and check it out! 

The Blacksmithing club started up in 2007 by a few people who had a lot of interest in blacksmithing, the name of the club is the Steel Bristol 
Blacksmith Counsel. The club just built a new forge and has redone the entire blacksmith shop at Obediah Park. At the club’s meeting the members learn about 
blacksmithing and get hands on training. 

The President of the Club is Doug Furman, he is the welding instructor at OTC and as been an active blacksmith for sometime now. Our clubs most 
experienced member is Wade Spooner, who I was lucky enough to interview. Two of the clubs youngest members are Jason and Jonathan Makay; they travel all 
the way from Long County each month to blacksmith. Jason and Jonathan are military brats who were born in Germany; they’ ve just started blacksmithing this 
year. They speak both English and German and bring a lot of cultural diversity to the club. It’s mind-blowing to listen to them speak to each other in German 
while they’re blacksmithing. 

These are just a few of the club’s devoted members, but it’s not hard to understand why they're so devoted. The craft of Blacksmithing has made a 
substantial impact on the world. Blacksmiths are credited with bring people out of the Stone Age and into the Iron Age. Blacksmiths made all the tools that other 
craftsmen use like chisels, nails, hammers, and wood carving tools. The Blacksmith is even mention in the bible, “I have created the blacksmith who fans the 
coals beneath the forge and makes the weapons of destruction. And I have created the armies that destroy.” - Isatah 54:16 

Blacksmithing is still relevant to today; it’s evolved from a craft into an art form. The blacksmith is no longer just a craftsman he’s an artist.

Lots of people think that blacksmiths make horseshoes and shoe horses, but that is actually the job 
description of a Farrier, not a blacksmith. Blacksmiths shoe flies not horses. 


Waycross College installs new telephone 
system 
New numbers assigned to all campus departments 


Waycross College has installed a new telephone system 
to provide better service to the campus and to the College’s service 
area. 

The new Avaya system, designed by Black Box Net- 
work Services, was officially launched campus wide April 1. 
Waycross College joins four other schools within the University 
System of Georgia — Armstrong Atlantic State University, Coastal 
Georgia Community College, East Georgia College, and South 
Georgia College - which are currently using the new system. 

Corry Johnson, director of computer services at Waycross 
College, is excited about the advantages the new system brings not 
only to the campus but within the five-school collaboration. “(With 
this system) we now have voicemail and every employee has their 
own direct line,” said Johnson. “We are (also) able to do confer- 
ence calls with on campus and off campus users and broadcast 
emergency messages to all of our classrooms. (In addition) we are 


now able to call the other collaborative schools locally without in- 
curring toll charges.” 

The change has required the assignment of new phone 
numbers to all campus departments and offices. Each new number 
includes a ‘449° prefix instead of the previous ‘285’ or ‘287° pre- 
fixes. 

Callers still utilizing the old phone numbers will be di- 
rected to the new numbers by way of a generic phone message.

He 
was accepted but was released “due to immaturity”, his words not mine. He is now a 
scout for Florida State. He has coached for many years for the Recreation Dept. He also 
coaches the track team at Ware County Middle School; he was instrumental in helping 
the girls track team win the state championship. When asked why he enjoys coaching, he 
replied, “T like to be involved in molding the minds of young people. I believe teamwork 
is so important in life. By learning to work with others and setting aside differences, there 
is nothing one can’t achieve. My coaching motto is “If you believe it, you can achieve it, 
the mind and body will receive it.”” He is incredibly patient man and was very encourag- 
ing. He is an asset to the Firebirds team.
